A Dummerston granite cross, one of 
the largest ever made in this country, 
is in rrocess of finishing at the Pres- 
orey-Leland Studios plant on Vernon 
street. It is of white granite, and 
about May 20 will be shipped to its 
owner, Kenneth White of Winchen- 
don, Mass., for erection on the family 
plot in the cemetery of that town. 

Whne completed the cross and base 
will weigh about 55 tons. It stands 
30 feet high over all, the arms being 
nine feet and nine inches across and 


two feet three inches thick. The base 
is 14 feet long, 11 feet wide and four 
feet high. Passion flowers are carved 
in a molded panel recessed into the 
face of the shaft. The whole when 
completed will be valued at $33,000. 
Another interesting job now being 
done at the Presbrey-Leland plant is 
that of a medium sized monument 11 
feet 8 inches by five feet on the base 
and six feet high, to be erected in 
Forest Hill cemetery, Boston, for the 
family of Pietro P. Capioni, a noted 
sculptor. Resting on the base and 
flanking the die where the name ap- 
pears are two life-size lions, all of 
permanent while Dummerston granite. 
A handsome shaft is being finished 
for W. F. Hartranft for erection in 
Riverside cemetery, Norristown, Pa. 
This, too, is of Dummerston white 
granite without a flaw. The shaft 
alone is 27 feet high and two feet eight 
inches square. Its base is 10 feet high 
and eight feet three inches square. 
Business is good with the Presbrey- 
Leland company which now employs 
about 100 men at the shop and 40 men 
at the quarries in West Dummerston.

Fort Wilkins Never Fired 


Hostile Sot. 


Fort Wilkins, Mlch.—The unprotect- 
ed borders of the United Stites und 
Canada, an oft-ci ed exumple that (wo 
peoples can live In pence, revives the 
stury of Fort Wilkins, the Inst army 
post on the northern boundary Hne. 

Not since {ts garrison marched 
away shortly after the Civil war huve 
its confines echoed to martial tread. 
It now {sg a state park, and tourists 
camp beneath its trees, where sen- 
tries alert for the war cry of Indlaao 
braves once walked thelr posts. 

Just @ cannon shot away, across the 
water of Lake Superior, {s the imag- 
inary line separating Canada from the 
United States. 

Never once in the life of the old 
fort was a gun fired from Its con- 
fines .in hoecility. Fort Wilkins was 
established {n 1844, temporarily aban- 
doned tn 1846, reoccupied tp 1869 and 
finally deserted !n 1870. 

The post was built at the end of 
Michigan's thumb, the Keweenaw 
peninsula, as a protection to early 
copper miners and settlers sgainst In- 
dian uggression. There, too, lurked ‘in 
the minds of officials that the United 
States some day might need to defend 
its northern frontier. 

‘The first garrisoned troops, who 
built the post, hewed the ‘ogs from 
virgin timber. Later the buildings 
were clapboarded and when the state 
took over the post the fort was well 
preserved. 

Protecting the Inclosure on the north 
and east was a stockade of posts, fas- 
tened with hand-made wooden. pegs. 
Lake Fanny Hooe provided protec- 
tion on the south side, and there 
was a rapidly flowing stream on the 
west. 

The post, although somewhat mod 
ernized by the summer's flow of mo- 
torists, remains a page out of the past 
in the industrialized present of Michi- 
gan’s copper country.

AT NOMINAL RATES 


The latest course published by the 
entitled “Twenty Good Books for Par- 
ents” is now available through the Di- 
vision of University Extension, State 
Department of Education. This course 
comes in the form of a pamphlet re- 
viewing in brief paragraphs twenty of 
concerning the upbringing. of children. 
The books are not provided -in the 
course but are to be obtained at the 
public library or purchased by the stu- 
dent. It is advised, however, that when- 
ever possible the books be obtained at 
the public library since the American 
Library association is one of the or- 
ganizations cooperating with the Na- 
tional Bureau of Education in promo- 
ting these courses. 

The purpose of this course as ex- 
plained in the pamphlet is to encour- 
age the reading of some of the recent 
publications on various aspects of child 
life with reference to early develop- 
ment, health, moral training, adoles- 
cence, and the unusual child, as well 
as a few books include for the purpose 


“| of keeping parents in touch with school 


problems and the trend of modern edu- 
cation. Mere reading of the books does 
not constitute ‘the entire work of the 
course, however. After each book has 
been read, the student is expected to 
submit a concise report or review of the 
material therein. This report is mailed 
to University Extension, State House, 
Boston. When the entire list of books 
has been read.and all-the reviews sub- 
mitted, a certificate of the Massachu- 
setts Department of Education is a- 
warded. A nominal fee is charged. 
Twelve other reading courses issued 
by the Buear of Education are avail- 
able thru State University Extension 
which also offers short unit home study 
courses for men and women who wish 
to undertake supervised study. More 
than two hundred such courses have 
been prepared, including English, ac- 
counting, shop mathematics, mechanic- 
al drawing, foreign languages, and 
numerous other subjects in academic, 
commercial and engineering branches.

Don’t tell us that the spirit of adventure and romance is de- 
parted from modern business.

And the nub of the 
thing is that a boy from Massachusetts is to be a contestant for the 
job; and if Massachusetts, why not Northfield or Mt. Hermon, for 
the call is for a high school or preparatory school boy.

The matter is taking shape in the way of a communication from 
Edison to Gov. Frank G. Allen, asking the state board of education 
or other body or individual, to take hold of the matter for the Com- 
monwealth. Mr. Edison is offering a four-year technical school 
scholarship to some outstanding American boy who has made his 
mark in scientific studies during the present school year. 

A boy is to be selected from each state of the Union and the

CHARACTER BUILDING 


A good friend wants us to write something upon the building of 
character by bravely passing through experiences, but we hesitate 
about preaching on something that we find it extremely difficult to 
do ourselves. Some few seem to attain character or fixedness of 
purpose, at least, but most of us just wobble along, some days fairly 
good and other days rather in reverse, 

Somebody has remarked that character is what we find after 
the veneer and polish of civilization and custom is rubbed off. The 
individual who refrains from doing things merely because of what 
people will say does not have character. He is a coward. He does 
right, not because it is right, but because he is afraid of what people 
will say and what it will do to his reputation. 

In our own experience we have found that danger at sea, taking 
to the boats, etc., is a very excellent test of character but whether 
anything is learned from such a happening...... whether any char- 
acter is gained thereby is another matter. And so with other ex- 
periences; they may test character but they do not always seem to 
improve it. Where is the flaw? 

We gather from the Good Book that our Creator apportions the 
most harrowing experiences to those that He loves most in order 
to strengthen their character and fit them for a future life. More- 
over, they are never tested beyond their strength to bear if they 
will only rely upon Him and His goodness. Their reward is prom- 
ised hereafter. 

Character building, is this mortal life at any rate, does not strike 
us as a very staple structure. It is too much a matter of physical 
health, for one thing. When you are in good shape you can stand 
most anything; when you are sick, it is apt to be just the other way. 
Then another thing; we have seen men and women of real character 
go all to pieces and, inversely, those without any suspicion of char- 
acter, come forward as likely candidates. And so it goes. 

We believe that character can only be determined at the finish;

for Ailing Is Discovered 

Atlantic City, N. J.—Dr. John Q@ 
Krantz, Jr., chemist and lecturer at 
Johns Hopkins hospital, announced at 
a joint meeting of the-state boards of 
pharmacy and delegates from the fac- 
ulties of colleges of pharmacy of the 
East, the discovery of Eka salt, a sub- 
stitute for table salt for the use of 
those aftlicted with high blood pres- 
sure, Bright’s disease and dropsy. 

Eka salt is a sodium salt of malic 
acid. Mulic acid is obtained from ap- 
ples. It satisfies the craving for salt, 
according to Doctor Krantz, and Its 
reaction In the body 1s quite different 
from that of common salt. 

“The ordinary table salt,” he sald, 
“tends to create water in the body. 
The new sodium salt of the acid Is 
burned up or metabolized in the body 
and serves as an alkali-producing food 
and tends to counteract acidosis. Be- 
cause {it {s burned up or metabolized, 
it does not tax the kidneys.”

The announcement last week that 
the Heywood-Wakefield Co. had de- 
cided to move its local business to the 
main plant in Gardner with the sub- 
sequent closing of the Erving factory, 
has naturally caused a_ pessimistic 
attitude among many. Particularly 
those who own homes are wondering 
what effect it will have on real estate 
values and their chances of disposing 
the same if forced to leave town. 

Approximately 50 employees will be 
affected by the shut-down. It is not 
reasonable to believe, however, that 
such a model factory as the local plant 
is, can remain idle for long and those 
of an optimistic mind have hopes that 
before many months have passed 
something very definite will be taking 
shape. 

Rumors are circulating with much 
persistency that other concerns are to 
take it over and the employment per- 
sonnel greatly enlarged. So far as can 
be ascertained, however, these are only 
rumors thus far. It is probable that a 
few of the present employees will ac- 
company the business to Gardner but 
of course there are many who have 
lived here all their lives and will be 
loathe to leave. It is fortunate that 
business is good at the paper mill and 
also at the Millers Falls Co, a fact 
which will make it possible for many to 
secure employment and thus remain in 
Erving. Many have grown up in the 
chair industry and prefer this line of 
work but could if necessary adapt 
themselves to other lines of work. 

The business men of the town are 
not down-hearted yet and believe that 
to every cloud there is a silver lining. 

The chair shop has not been the 
thriving place it was in former years 
due to a slackening in the entire chair 
industry in the east and for some time 
there has been a fear that a change 
would be made.
